Keep record how much seed 
each variety you bought; how 
many flats dozen “paks” you spot- 
ted dates that you seeded; how 
many you sold; and most all, get 
out the book during and the end 
the plant-selling season and write 
down comments for next year. 

you have had many requests for 
particular variety that you were not 
all clear you then, but 
surprised how much detail you can 
forget next season.

out and followed. This will increase 
the over-all efficiency and you will 
able satisfy more customers. 

Many plants, such the 
hybrid petunias, are started late 
December and until mid late 
you have more plants bloom 
selling time. good idea put 
the growing temperature they should 
have the plan.

honoring their promises and com- 
mitments. Needless say, there were 
many more tomatoes available than 
cannery capacity the market could 
stand.” 

The tomato grower California 
has afflicted steeply 
costs and dwindling returns. has 
pushed average yield tons 
acre but most producers contend 
they have sell such average yield 
just break even when the price 
$21.50 ton. And they often 
sell all they 

The $21.50 price the lowest since 
World War with one exception— 
processing tomatoes brought $20.40 
ton 1954. Since 1955 tomato ton- 
nage price has been sagging. 

While confronting 
factors, the growers have had pay 
out rising costs—up 20% seven 
years—to get their production and the 
future outlook expenses bleak. 

“We need help,” Jensen told the 
Congressional investigators.

The best available answer appears 
harvesting peak quality and 
short-time storage refrigerated 
rooms. Since chain stores 
luctant function this manner, 
the only alternative for growers 
build refrigerated holding rooms. 

Short-term storage may not ap- 
pear add value product but 
can carry crop past two three 
days depressed prices into 
stronger market day. 


Remember that carrots should not 
stored along with apples and 
pears, nor rooms where gasoline 
engine fumes have not been fully 
ventilated. The ethylene given off 
these fruits and fumes produces 
bitter compound carrots. 

Until more learned about this 
interesting scientific development, 
might wise avoid storing all 
vegetables near these sources 
ethylene. 

Many vegetable transplants started 
greenhouses and coldframes are 
too old. 

Plants are like 
younger they are, the quicker they 
put out new roots, and the less shock 
they suffer from moving. 

With well-grown plants, you can 
follow this rule: when large 
enough handle, old enough 
plant. 

Well-fertilized cabbage, cauli- 
flower, and tomato plants grown 
and coldframes can ready for 
transplanting six weeks after seed- 
ing. Starting them earlier not only 
raises greenhouse heating costs, in- 
creases the possibility damping- 
off diseases, but may produce plants 
that recover more slowly from the 
shock transplanting. Further- 
more, older cauliflower plants are 
more subject “buttoning.” 

Cornell University experiments 
Dr. Philip Minges have shown that 
from certain tomato varieties, 
notably Fireball, are highest when 
plants even younger than six weeks 
are used. 

Some growers argue that isn’t 
plant mature early one four 
five weeks older. But happens.

recent national grower meeting 
there was evidence considerable 
worry about the chains. The question 
lips was—will growers 
able deal with chain stores 
fair terms? 

Some the questions asked had 
with chain store pricing policies. 
chains want sell high volume 
higher And what about 
loss leaders? How can growers pro- 
tect themselves against 
destroying merchandising 
about consumer packag- 
ing? Will the chain run its own 
grower retain control 

\nd how about the most important 
chains, with their 
chasing power, able dictate the 
price the grower? What 
grower gain some measure 
control over the price receives 

Running through many the con- 
versations was unspoken fear. The 
fear was boycott the 
perishable product demands are 
pressed too strongly. Because this, 
some growers are loath express 
their sentiments publicly. 

These thoughts are passing through 
the minds all growers like crazy 
symphony, and there doesn't seem 
any answers. 

One reason for the lack answers 
and the lack leadership 
that growers are fundamentally and 
psychologically producers. Few are 
true dyed-in-the-wool 

Growers are more and more or- 
ganizing themselves into groups and 
hiring salesmen the selling job. 
Nevertheless, the production philos- 
ophy permeates the group thinking. 

This situation that should 
carefully examined because the im- 
portant struggle today for control 
the marketing system. Under mar- 
keting methods the past decade 
there were many handlers, merchants, 
and buyers. was virtually impos- 
sible for any one individual group 
the price. 

However, now see changes 
marketing procedure that are putting 
many small middlemen out busi- 
ness. With fewer and fewer handlers 
involved, the marketing system be- 
coming vulnerable 


control from the retailer back the 
producer. 

What course can followed? 
would wise resolve that step 
the marketing system will given 
without fight. Growers must 
retain control over packaging. 

stands reason that the chain 
will not package carefully 
well the grower can. The chain- 
controlled packaging plant will not 
study trends for particular crop 
thoroughly and seriously 
grower producing that crop. Nor will 
the chain understand production prob- 
lems variety problems which can 
have important effect packag- 
ing procedure. Finally, give 
packaging surrender consider- 
able management control. 

combat chain buying power and 
pricing policies, wise study 
how the giant food and soap manu- 
facturers deal with stores. 
Through advertising and promotion 
direct the consumer, 

‘tty well dictate how, when, where, 
and what price the chains will sell 
their products. For instance, chains 
get very small mark-up soap, 
but are forced stock soap because 
the housewife demands it. 

product and advertise direct 
consumer are indeed fortunate.
